In or in connection w.th their pro- 
duction,* manufacture or distribution;

lize or attempt to monopolize either 
locally or generally any deceptive or 
wasteful practice or device or to make 


any unjust or unreasonable rate of 
charge, tn handling or dealing' in or 
with any necessaries; to conspire, 
combine, agree or arrange with any 
other, persons, 


(a) To limit facilities for transport, 


ing, producing/ harvesting, manufac- 
turing, supplying, storing or dealing 
in any necessaries.

(d) To prevent, limit, or lessen the 


manufacture or production of any 
necessaries in order to encbance the 
price thereof. .

"That'from - time to time, whenever

The French know how to keep fete 


days. They have a genius for such 
things. It is innate with them. They 
do not have to study to produce 
effects, because every Frenchman per- 
sonally Is an effect-producing factory. 


On Bastlle day soldiers of every one 


of the allied and the associate nations 
In the war against Germany appeared 
in the parade which was what the 
French planned tt- make it — k. pageant 
of glory 
yet a pagennt of sim- 


plicity, The Arc dcTriomphe, asusunl, 
was made the apex of the triumphant 


entry of the Germans into Paris In 
1871 the French drew chains ncrons 
what may be called the gateways of 
the Arc de Trloraphe. Those chains 
never were to be taken down until 
French armies could pass through 
them returning triumphant from tie 
fluids where victorious battle had 
been waged in behalf of free France. 


Chains Come Down, 


On Bastile day the chains were 


down and representatives of the tri- 
umphant armies of France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Italy, Serbia and the 
United States passed through. Every 
American soldier who saw Paris saw 
the Arc de Triomphe. Their footsteps 
passed along the wonderful avenue of 
the Elysees to the point where th» 
avenue radiated from tbe Arc to make 
the star. The lesson of the Arc de 
Trfomphe was' borne In upon every, 
American soldier who stood under its 
shadow. 


When the treaty of peaco was 


signed In the Hall of Mirrors In the 
palace of Versailles' the French offl- 
dals, with that keen perception of the 
eternal fitness of tlfings, had Invited 
to be present delegations of enlisted 
men of nil the allied nations. It was 
a peculiarly French conception. To 
be present there were the dignitaries 
of the great nations, but the French 
with 
that keenness 
of 
perception 


which is their own saw that the bul- 
warks of freedom, the plain manhood 
of the countries, must be 'represented 
to make the occaiUon logical, complete 
and, yes, dramatic. 


It was In this spirit that Bastlle day 


was celebrated. It was a celebration 
not in honor of the president of 
France, nor even In honor of the 
great generals wbo commanded the 
armies of the allies, nor yet even In 
special honor of 
pollus and the 


donghboys and Tommies who had 
made victory certain, bnt In honor of 
a world freed from the peril of mili- 
taristic domination, and of freedom 
once more triumphant, 


I have seen several celebrations in 


Paris. The same spirit Imbued all of 
them. They were dramatic and yet 
simple. 
It was possible to read a 


lesson in every' detail. 


It will he remembered that n smnll 


army composed to a considerable ex- 
tent of men past their youth, helped 
to save the day when the first battle 
of the Sfnrne WFIS fought. Thiit army 
went out from Paris. It was calli'd 
the "taxicab army," for the veterans 
were taken from the city in talicabs, 
thousands of them, to a point where 
they could form and strike the right 
wins of Von Kluck's Germans. 
Thfy 


struck and the blow helped Joffre ma- 
terially in turning back the tide of the 
Hun invasion. 


Honoring "Taxlcah Army." 


The representatives of that "taxi- 


cab array were honored In the plaza 
In front of the Invalides on a bright 
spring day In 1015. The ceremonies 
took place in the presence of the crip- 
pled veterans of other French wars, 
some'of-whom came from the wards 
-of the .great hospital founded 
by 


Lonis XIV for th* invalid soldiers of 
France. 


On that day airplanes flew overhead 


snd France's flowers of glory were 
strewn from the clouds upon the gath- 
ered host of gallants. Paris uas emo- 
tional that day as it always is ,emo- 
•fcional. -It was a subdued emotion, 
however, and in direct contrast to the 
vociferous enthusiasms of that July 
4th.

BRICKS AND CEMENT SWELL 


Absorb Moitture and "Qrov»" to a Con- 


siderable Extent, According to 


English Publication 


How much has your bouse or the 


wall at the bottom of your garden 
grown? 


Houses and walls, indeed all things 


made of bricks, do grow, and this fact 
Is known to architects, who sometimes 
have to allow for It when making 
plans for building says London An- 
swers. 


In the o'd days, whin the clay of 


which bricks were made was mixed 
with water before being baked, the 
amount of growth wa* not noticeable, 
now that no water, or very little, la 
mixed with the clay which is there- 
fore said to be dry baked, the bricks 
absorb moisture and s-.,el! sometimes 
to a considerable extent. 


Some years ago in a garden at Ely 


a pier was built of dry baked bricks 
and tbe garden hose was turned onto 
this pter for a considerable period 
every day for some weeks. At the end 
of this time the p'er was measured 
when it was found to have grown 
some mcbea. 


Cement la another substance which 


grows That is why you may often see 
on station platforms and on wall cop- 
ings built of cement one of the joints 
missed ont here and there 


The greatest growth naturally takes 


place where cements and bricks are 
used together as happened In a house 
of which the parapet was built of 
bricks placed endways and cement sup- 
ported on Iron 
Tbe growth In this 


Instance was so great that quite large 
spaces were visible between the Iron 
supports and the parapet
